PALPS wants to host

The Point Abino Lighthouse 
Preservation Society hopes to 
mark the 100th anniversary of the 
Point Abino Lighthouse next year 
with a special event. 

During Monday's council 
meeting, Ward 2 Coun. Stephen 
Passero said PALPS wants to 
hold a one-time fundraiser, 
allowing a small number of 
participants to climb to the top 
of the lighthouse.

Confusing gambling decision was a blow to Niagara 


W hen It had to decide 

whether to allow single- 
game sports betting in 
casinos and lotteries across Canada, 
the federal government was faced 
with two very different arguments, 
both of them compelling. 

A change -if it happened-would 
allow gamblers to go into a casino, or 
possibly a variety store where lottery 
tickets are sold, and bet on tonight's 
lays game or the Super Bowl or 
Game 7 of the Stanley Cup final. 

Currently, if you want to bet on 
sports you have to pick from at least 
three games, like on a Proline ticket. 

On the one hand, casino 
operators as well as politicians 
in areas that host gaming venues 
pointed to the financial benefits. 

“We're talking billions of dollars 
and hundreds of jobs," said Niagara 
Falls Mayor lim Diodati. 

St. Catharines Liberal MP Chris 
Bitde echoed that, pointing to "100, 
150 new jobs at the casino, plus a lot 
of tourist spinoffs as well.” 

They argued that as it stands now, 
anyone wanting to bet on the Super 
Bowl, for instance, has to go to a 
bookie. Why leave all that revenue in 
the hands of organized crime when 
you can legitimize it and create jobs 
and government revenue? 

On the other hand there was the 
social risk, as presented by the Centre 
for Addiction and Mental Health. 

It argued, as it did in a 2012 letter 
to a Senate committee, that "people 
now patronizing illegal bookmakers 
would likely continue to do so 


because of easy access to credit, 
convenience and better odds. 

“(If Bill C-221 was passed it) is likely 
to enlarge the pool of people who bet 
on sports and therefore the number of 
people affected by problem gambling 
not reduce illegal sports better." 

Already, the letter noted, three 
per cent of Canadians experience 
moderate to severe gaming 
problems. And 30 to 40 per cent of 
gaming revenues come from that 
small fraction of the population. 

There is no denying the impact 
a gambling problem can have on 
a person and their family. But the 
CAMH's arguments, undeniable 
as they are sound similar to ones 
made back in the 1990s when 
Ontario was debating whether to 
get into the casino business. 

The decision was made then to go 
all in on gaming. 

And with four casinos within a 
short drive (two in Niagara, two in 
New York state) and a fifth not far 
away in Brantford, not to mention 
all the provincial and New York 
state lotteries and online gaming we 
are all the way in. 

So the decision to say no now 
is a litde baffling, considering the 
likely benefits of job creation and tax 
revenue. It’s frustrating, too, in a region 
that could use 100 or 150 new jobs. 

So the federal government's 
decision is Niagara's loss. It’s hard to 
believe, though, that at some point 
the single-game betting issue will 
re-emerge. Because when you're this 
far in, there's really no turning back.

A downtown parking strategy is being considered to address 
required parking for new residential uses only. New residential 
uses are currently required to provide parking on-site with the 
total number of parking spaces determined by the number 
of units. One parking space per unit is currently required for 
residential in the Commercial Zones. Some property owners in 
the downtown areas are having difficulty meeting the current 
requirements. 

In spring of 2016, Town Planning Staff began investigating 
a number of options for residential parking in the Town’s 
five downtown areas. Staff developed the following suite of 
options, in consultation with the Ridgeway BIA, Bridgeburg 
BIA and business owners in the Stevensville and Southend 
Neighbourhoods: 

• Off-Site Parking with a Minor Variance and Consent 

• Cash-in-Lieu of Parking 

• Permit Off-Site Parking as of Right 

• Permit reduced parking through minor variance or zoning 
amendment 

• Permit Parking 

• Public-Private Partnerships

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Airports transition moves on to next phase

A divided Niagara Region 
Council has voted to advance 
to the next negotiations 
phase in adopting respon¬ 
sibility for two regional air- 

During a special meet¬ 
ing last Thursday, council¬ 
lors against continuing with 
the airport move brought

The NDA is supported by 
Niagara Falls, St. Catharines 
and Niagara-on-the-Lake 
and the south regional air¬ 
port is funded by Welland, 
Pelham, Port Colborne and

This summer, the regional 
transportation steering com¬ 
mittee supported the air¬ 
ports' transition, despite a 
staff recommendation rec¬

“There isn’t a business plan 
for this, to make it work,” Gale 
said, also emphasizing con¬ 
cerns about Niagara Region’s 
potential clean-up liability of 
the site and the region had 
more pressing priorities cur¬ 
rently, including transit. 

Financial concerns and pri¬ 
orities were also a concern for 
St. Catharines Coun. Brian 
Heit, including the possibility 
of spending $10 million over 
the next five years in capital 
spending “in two airports we 
don't really need. 

“If we spent $10 million on 
regional housing, imagine 
what we could do and how 
many people (in need) we 
could house.” 

Glen Cowan, the Region’s 
associate director of finance 
consulting and special 
projects, has previously said 
the airports are expected to 
continue losing money. He 
has also estimated annual 
operating and capital costs 
for NDA at $1.35 million and 
$810,000 for NCRDA, with 
those projections possibly var¬ 
ying widely depending on fac¬ 
tors like services offered at the 

Lincoln Coun. Bill Hodg¬ 
son said Niagara Region had 
to take stock of its many exist¬ 


ing priorities, including an 
infrastructure gap and lack of 
a clear business argument. “I 
don't see the case,” he said. 

Councillors later agreed
